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The Law of the Road.
Tue case of Doctor MousT, of Cincinnati,
who was on Friday last knocked down and
fntally injured by a wagon driven at an uun
lnwiul rate of speed, 18 a vory paiafal one. He
died on Saturday morning, at the Girard
House, where, with his wife and child, he was
stopping on & visit to this city. It Is not our
purpose to prejudge the affair. The driver of
the wagon has been committed to answer at
court on a charge of homicide, and it would
be unkind, as well as unjust, to embarrass his
defense by exciting public prejudice agalnst
him. He is In the hands of the ministers of
ustice, and there we leave bim for the present.

Bau it 1s bigh time that the law of the road
should be settled by judicial exposition and
exemplary execution of it, In order that all
may equally understand and observe it, and
the vights of all be thereby preserved. The
highways of a city are for the common
uso of the citizens, but they must bz used in
a lawiul manner. While 1t Is trae that each
one 1is required to exercise ordinary
care for seli-protection in passing to
and fro, all are required to exercise equal
care not to do injury to any Iindi-
vidual passenger. But those who are on
horseback or in velicles seem to think that
they possess greater privileges than taose who
go on foot, and that when any question arises
as to the right ol way, they have the advan-
tage. It must have struck every one who has
given any attentin to the subject, that per-
sons who ride and drive 1o our streets, act pre-
cisely as if the streets belonged exclusively or
especially to them; and that, therefore, every-
body else is bound to look out for them and
keep out of the.r way, and that they need look
out for nobody, and, it so inclined, may run
over whom they please,

This, however, is neither the law of the
higlrway. nor is it common sense or reason, on
which all law protesses to be founded. As
carelessness in the use ot a crowded thorough-
fare by those who ride or drive through it,
may 1esult in more serious injury than eqnal
carelessness by any one on fool, It would
seem but right that the l'ormer shoald ba held
to the exercise of so much greater care, in
their use of Lhe public streets, as the injury
their negligence may cause is greater than
could possibly or probably result from like
negligence on the part of a pedestrian, Bat
the violation, in practice, of this sound ruls,
constantly puts in peril the lives of all foot
passengers on the s treets of our cltles (who
greatly outnumber those who ride or driva),
and, as a natural consequence, we arg coati-
nually hearlog of such cases as that of Dr.
MoOUNT,

The evil must be corrected, and it can only
be corrected by clearly defining what the law
of the street is, and mnking warning examples
ol those who violate it. A case in point has
just been decided in the Supreme Court ol
New York, which, the Judge said, would, as
far as the verdict of a jury could do it, seitle
the rights to the highway “of those who are
walking on the one hand, and those who are
riding or driving on the other.,” MaATILDA
Moony, while crossing to the sidewalk from
a city passenger railway car, on REighth
avenue, was run over and seriously hurt by
a team and sleigh, driven at an unlawful
speed by Groree Osgoon. She brought
suit for damages, and, after a brief absence,
the jury rendered a verdict for plaintiff for
£3500, and the Court granted an additional
allowance of flve par cent, Judge Fosran,
who tried the ease, alter asserting the general
principle that all persons are required to use
reasonable eae for their own salety while in
the public streets, sald :—

A & matter of law he wonld charge thut 4

person has no right to dnve rapidiy in lhr-
sirects 01 New York, to the hazard of the life,
ol jury Lo, any peraun unless he can kecp tw-
horses under control. Those who will drive so
fast us nut to be ahle to keep thelr horses in
hand, are bound at thelr peml (o kuow it
whether they do or not,”

That enunciztes the law as regards fust
driving and the driver's control of his horses,
But Judge Fosiker settled astill more im-
portant point, The defendant in the case
sought to excuse bimsell by proving that he
called to the woman to get out of his way,
when Le,as shown, was diiving in a public
glreet at the rate of a milo in three minntes!!
On this branch ol the case we have the fol-
lowing report:—

“The Court charged that if from the moment
she was seen by deendunt—mnot irom the time he
shouted to her—he could avoul ber by bis own
oty he hod no righl o mfnwf upon her o get ol
af wa way, and no business to showt to her (o
drive her oud of the voadt he eould avoid her him
sef. A man oordd nol drive another owl of Uhe
voad by telling nim there was danger, or mik g it
dangerous for himg 1 hiough the Courl wiwld n
#ay the detendant did wo. Tt was the business of
the defendant to gvord hor the moment he aaw
ner, especially if driving a' s rapid rate,”

This contains the pith of the whole matter.
A walker in the streets of a city has, at least,
as much right to the road as a cltizen who is
riding or driving, and the latter is not allowed
by the law, to run down any pmlutrin.n—mm,
women, or child—when his gait is unlawful,
and then justify himself by proving that he
hallooed to the walker to get out of his way.
The driver, instead of having the exclusive
right of way, has, at most, no greater right
to the road than the walker. Iundeed, as they
¢an de more harm by want of care than pe-

| may be we cannot tell.

deatriane, and are largely in the minority as
respects numbers, those who ride and drive
in the public mghways should be held to the
observance of a greater degres cf caution
than other parsons,

‘I his subject is of very considerable Intarest
fo the community. If the law governing i s
not yet explicit and stringent onough, it
should be made so, either by the judiclary or
the Leglslature, A stranger has boen killed
in our strects by a man who was driving a
wagon heodlossly, A wife has been mude a
widow, and a child made an orphan, by a
reckless fellow, who may bave imagined that
be had a right to drive his team over any one
who would not get oat of his road. In such a
case no jury can render compensation in
damnger. The injary done is ircoparabls to
the private sufferers. And unless the police
of the street s better regulated, better under-
stood, and better enforced than it is, overy
citizen who walks in c¢he stréets of Philadal-
phia, éven with ordinary cire, must feal that
be carries his life in his hand. The evil calls
for remedy, and the people will leok to the
courts and to the Legislature for redress.

Social Panlos.
We beliove that Barxusm is the author of
the philosophical remark, that the American
people are always willing to pay libarally for
being humbugged. We Imagine that he i
about as able to decide that question as any

Taking ioto view the last twenty years, we
can revive the recollection of many devices to
excite the popular mind. We remember how
GENIN made a repuwation for his hat store by
buying the cholce seat Lo Juxxy Linn's
first concert in New York. How Roor, our
Philadelpbia daguerreotipist, and Ossian E,
Dopat, the musiclan, followed bLis example
with but limited success, 1t would require
more time and space than we have at our dis-
posal to refer to the numerous sensations that
have been gotten up in the metropolis, They
cnjoyed the luxury of a bogus baby, which
lor months kept the newspaper repor ers busy
in narrating the delectable details, About
the same time a notorious bally was shot by
a police officer, and carried the bullet in his
heart for several days before he woull consent
to shuffla off this mortal coil. Boston—the
Athens of America—got up a specially fine
murder, in which a distinguished Professor
acted a prominent part. Philadelphia has
distinguished itself principally by lengthy
accounts of bhaunted houses, and expositions
of the DAavexrorr bro. hers. The present
excitement is diseased pork and ecattle in a
moribund condition. We eat our mornine
stealk with fear and trembling. lest, perhaps,
the Rinderpest should have gotton hold of
the bovine race. What the next excitement
Jupanese Tosxy
snd the Prince of WALESs have had their day.
Kossura and Consohidation cost us a trifle,
but the bills are paid. It may be that when
the Chesnut Street Dridge 1s finlshed some
little excitement will be produced; but noth-
ing less than a volcanic eruption, or an earth-
quake, ought to disturb the public peace
after all the horrors that we have had lately.
